now able to ſurmount Canterbury in all- 


Juriſdictions; and in all Eccleſiaſtical 
Powers to convocate Canterbury and all 
other Biſhops and ſpiritual Perſons to aſ- 
ſemble at his Convocations, where he 
would aſſign and take upon him the 
Converſion of all Miniſters, and others

quet-wiſe cover'd: Alſo a Cupboard gar- 
niſh'd with white Plate, having allo in the 
lame Chamber four great Plates to give 
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The next Chamber was the Chamber 
of Preſence, richly hang'd alſo with Cloath 
of Arras, and a ſumptuous Cloath of State 
furniſh'd with many goodly Gentlemen to 
ſerve. The Tables were order'd in man- 
ner as the other were, ſave only the high. 
Table was remoy?*d beneath the Cloath of 
State, towards the midſt of the Chamber, 
with fix Desks of Plate, garni{h'd all over 
with fine Gold, ſaving one Pair of Candle- 
ſticks of Silver and guilt, with Lights in 
the ſame ; the Cupboard was barr'd about 
that no Man could come very near it; for 
there were divers Pieces of great ſtore of 
Plate to nſe, beſides the Plates that hung 
on the Walls to give light, were Silver and 
guilt, with Wax-lights. 

Now were all Things in readineſs, and 
Supper fit, the principal Officers caus'd 
the Trumpets to blow, to warn them to 
Supper. Then the Officers conducted the 
Noblemen where they were to {up ; and 
they being ſet, the Service came up in ſuch 
abundance, both coſtly and full of Devi- 
ces, with ſuch a pleaſant Noiſe of Muſick, 
that the French Men (as it ſeed) were 
wrapt up in a heavenly Paradiſe.

Cardinal caus'd to fit ſtill and keep their 
Places, and being in his Riding-apparel, 
calPd for his Chair, and ſat him don in 
the midſt of the high Table, and was 
there as merry and pleaſant as ever I ſaw 
him in my life. 

Preſently after came up the fecond 
Courſe, which was above 100 ſeveral De- 
vices, which were ſo goodly and coſtly, 
that I think the French Men never ſaw

But the rareſt Curioſity of all the reſt, 
they all wonder'd at, (which indeed was 
worthy of Wonder) were Caſtles, with 
Images in the ſame, like St. Paul's Church, 
for the Model of it; there were Beaſts, 
Birds, Fowls, Perſonages moſt excellent- 
ly made, ſome fighting with Swords, ſome. 
with Guns, others with Croſs-bows, {ome 
dancing with Ladies, ſome on Horſe- back 
with compleat Armour, juſtling with long 
and ſharp Spears, with many more ſtrange 
Devices, which I cannot deſcribe: Amongſt 
all, I noted, there was a Cheſs-board _—

and of good Proportion. , 
And, becauſe the Freneh Men are ve- 
ry expert at that Sport, my Lord Cardinal 
gave that {ame to a French Gentleman, 
commanding that there ſhould be made a 
good Caſe to convey the ſame into his 
Country.

Then call'd my Lord for a great Bow! 
of Gold, filPd with Hippocras, and, put- 
The Cardi- ting off his Cap, ſaid, I drink a Health to

Lag. uno the Ring your Maſter. And, when 
he had drunk a hearty Draught, he deſir'd 
the grand Maſter .to pledge him a Cup, 
which Cup was worth 560 Marks; and

great Princes. | 
Then went the Cup merrily about, ſo 
that many of the French Men were led 
to their Beds; then went my Lord into his 
Privy-chamber, making a ſhort Supper, 
or rather a ſhort Repaſt; and then re- 
turn'd again into the Preſence-chamber a- 
mongſt the French Men, behaving himſelf 
in ſuch a loving ſort, and ſo familiarly to- 
wards them, that they could not ſufficient- 
ly commend him. |

their Chambers, every Chamber had a Ba- 
ſon and Ewer of Silver, and a great Live- 
ry- pot, with Plenty of Wine, and ſufficient 
of every thing. \ 

Thus furniſh'd was every Room about 
the Houſe ; when all was done, then were 
they conducted to their Lodgings. 

In the Morning, after they had heard 
Maſs, they ſtaid and din'd with my Eord, 
and fo departed towards Windſor : And, 
as ſoon as they were gone, my Lord re- 
turn'd to London, becauſe it was the midſt 
of the Term. 

You muſt conceive, the King was my 
to this magnificent Feaſt,who then intend-

bility to bear. ſo heavy a Tax, and out 
of his ſincere Affection to them, he had in 
a moſt humble manner been a Mediator 
with the Hing, to recal theſe Commiſſions, 
and wholly threw bimſelf on their free Gifts, 
and good Inclinations to his Majeſty. By 
this caſting the Odiam of the Attempt 
on the Xing, and challenging the Merit 
of their Revocation to himſelf” And this 
is the neceſſary Conſequence of the Pride 
and Ambition of ſuch FAVORITES, as 
wou'd Monopolize the Ear of the Prince, 
to whom they have 10 farther Regard, 


and Defigns. For if the Honour and Ser- 
vice of their Prince, and Country was in 
their View, they woud never be ſollici- 
tous of excluding all others, whoſe

And there arc few of Man 
kind, who ate not ſooner won, by at 
obſequious Flattery of their Darling Is 
clinations, than with the rough, and ofcen 
tho diſagreeable Face of Truth in Conti 
diction of thoſe Inclinations. And of 
all Mankind, Pꝰinces are the moſt apt ib 
be thus impos'd on; becauſe ye being 
Second Nature, and they being brei 
from their Infancy with a Deference of 
their Attendants, and a Mull uncontrouli 
ſeemi to have a fort of Right to do hu 
they pleaſe” without Contradiction; and 
this makes them think thoſe moſt᷑ thei 
Friends, who have the moſt /amiſſut 
Complaiſance for whatever they hay 
a mind to. Now it is impoſſible, that 
the beſt enclin d Prince fhou'd always 
be free from Defires, often inconſiſtent with

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Tis true, that Princes of a good and 
Joon generous Diſpoſition are not ſo eaſily 
he perverted by this Way, becauſe the 
afford the Flatterer leſ Matter to ws 
on : Yet it is certain, that a Man of nice 
* Judgment and Addreſs, will eaſily turn 
tion the VIX TuEs of his Prince to the 
Public Detriment, if he can once gain ſo 
far the aſcendent over him, as to hear no 
i the ther C ounſellor but him, and his immediate 
Creatures, And he is by ſo much the 
more dangerous, by how much he is 
Maſter of a more eminent Wiſdom, or ra- 
ther Cunning, and ſome ſhew of indif- 
ferent Virtues, to which his Prince is 
particularly enclin'd. For we are too 
apt to imagine thoſe to have all manner 
of Virtaes, and the greateſt Capacity, who 
ſeem to enjoy thoſe we have 4 particular 
Eſteem for. As this muſt be confeſs'd a 
harder Task for the FAVOuRITE, fo 
it muſt likewiſe be own'd more diffi- 
cult to remedy ; for a virtuous Temper ' 
is much harder to be brought off from 
an Eſteem of a belov'd Vzrtze, or the 
Poſſeſſour of it, than a vicious Man 
from his corrupt Inclinations; for there 
, 1s 
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fs ſach « Conviction in Vice, that the moi 
Wicked, by Reaſon and I hought may be 
work'd from it; bat all the Sufferings that 
proceed from miſtaken Virtue, ſerve only 
to harden the Safferer, while he thinks be 
andergoes them for Righteonſnefſs ſake. 


But I think there is one Rule 7»fal- 
lible in this Caſe, by which a Prince may 
eaſily diſcover the Hypocrite, ana avoid 
the Evils of the Hypocriſie; and that 
is when the Pretender aims at Engroſſing 
the Ear and Power of the Prince: For 
that is a plain Argument, that he ſtands 
not on a ſound Bottom, and fears, that 
the Cheat will be diſcovered to the 
Prince, by a Communication of Council, 
and his hearing the Re# of his wiſe and 
hopeft Subjects, on all Cauſes that relate 
to the Public Good of the Country, or the 
Service of the Prince, becauſe they have 
an equal Share in the Welfare of both; 
and will not by common Conſent betray 
their own Interet, which is involved in 
the orher. This made a wiſe Prince 
fay, That in the Multitude of Counſel- 
lors ts Safety. From whence, by a na- 

tural 
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tural Conſequence, it is plain, that in 


ONE there is Danger. Danger to the 
Glory of the Prince, and the Happineſs 


of the People, and often, very juſtly , 
Ruin to the very Perſon, who, by ſuch 


unjuſt Meaſures, hop*d to gain Power 


and Felicity. 


The Paſſions too much indulg'd, and 
not juſtly regulated, and govern'd by 
the Sacred Rules of Right Reaſon, are, 
and always have been, the Soarſe of all 
Miſeries and Misfortanes, both Private 
and Public. And it is impoſſible, that 
any one of Mortal Race can eſcape Pain 
greater or leſs, who will hear no other 
The higheſt and molt awful 
Stations cannot ſecure the greatet Mo- 
narchs from Troubles and Misfortunes, 
who will be led by them. And ] think 
it is too plain to need any Proof, that 


no Prince can be guided by any one 


Miniſter, but by a paſſionate Fondneſs 
of him, either for his imaginary Vir- 
tues, or agreeable Vices. And, Ithink, 
it is as plain, that ſuch a Prince, and the 
Kingdom govern'd by him, mult be mi- 

G2 ſerable 
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ſerable in the End. And for this Rea- 
ſon , all wiſe States-men 15 „that a 
Prince or State ought to have 20 Paſ- 
ſions, if they wou'd proſper in Glory 
and Power. 


It is very true, that Valour and Con- 
duct in Armies may ſhine in one Subject 
above another; that Frugality and good 
Management may in another; but till we 
can find one Man Maſter of all K nowleage, 
and all Virtues, it will never be ſafe nor 
honorable for any Prince wholly to confide 
himſelf, and bis Aﬀairs to either, ex- 
cluſive of all others. For that Nation 
1s in a loft and undone Condition indeed, 
that can afford but one Man among all 
its Nobility and Gentry qualify'd to ſerve 
the Public, and in whom the Prince can- 
not have an equal Confiaence. Nay, it 
is an Argument of the Weakneſs and De- 
pravity of a Prince, who, if he encoura- 
ged and Rewarded, Virtue wou'd not want 


Numbers of able Heads to aſſiſt him. 
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But, Ma DAM, I mult remember 
to whom it is that I am ſpeaking ; to 
one of the Wiſeſt and Beſt of Princes; 
on 
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on whom the 5 Flattery can never 
have any Efe irely 

from all vicious Inclinations; and of too 
good Judgment to be impos'd on by 
the faireſt Appearances of Virtue, ſo far, 
as to loſe the juſter Conſiderations of 
Pubic Good in the ſhining Qualities of
